In regard to the exodus, he has stated re- 
peatedly that he had advised the colored people 
last spring to senda delegation of their own 
race to the state they proposed to make their 
home, and ascertain if their condtion would be 
improved by a change, and act upon the re- 
port. He stated further that if, after due 
consideration, they proposed to leave North 
Carolina, they were entirely free, and that no 


- opposition on the part of any of the state au-

thorities would interfere with 
THEIR PROPOSED REMOVAL, 
but if they were determined to go, that he 
hoped they would go by detachments, and not 
all at once, as the farming interes}s of the eas- 
tern counties would be greatly damaged by a 
wholesale removal, but in the event that they 
all left at once, he believed the state would 
soon recuperate by an immigration from the 
farming element of the northern states, and in 
afew years North Carolina would be more 
prosperous than ever. The governor further 
said that if the colored people saw fitto move 
from North Carolina, he hoped prosperity 
would be with them in their new home; that 
if they remained here they were entitled to 
and would receive the 
EQUAL PROTECTION OF THE LAWS 
of the state, but that he did emphatically deny 
the statement, made by northern demagogues, 
that only one thing will raise the ire of the 
southern whites, so quick as the thougbt 
of the negro exercising the power of a citizen, 
and thatisthe fear of his emigration. The 
governor stated in conclusion that in his opin 
ion no calamity would befall the state either 
in the event of the negroes leaving the state or 
their remaining in it. 
Doesn't Want the Indians, Either. 

Raverau, N. C., September 27.—Governor 
Fowle, in reply to the letter irom the secretary 
of war suggesting the removal of Indians at 
Mount Vernon barracko to the mountain sec- 
tion of North Carolina, expresses disapproval 
of the proposition, as that section is in process 
ofrapid settlement by the whites, and suggests 
that the Indians be located on the abandoned 
lauds of Vermont.

The South American Delegates to be Shown 
Around. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 27.—A train of 
Pallman cars, which, in its appointments and 
in arrangements for journey, is believed to be 
without a precedent in the history of railroad- 
ing, will leave Washington on Thursday next, 
bearing representatives of American nations 
to the international conference to be held next 
month at the national capital. The party, as 
guests of the government, are to be taken 
over a large section of the United States, in 
order that they may see and appreciate, to 
some extent, the vast resources of this country. 

CONGRESS AUTHORIZED IT. 

Congress, at its last session, authorized the 
secretary of state to invite delegates from all 
South and Central American nations to a 
convention to be held in Washington, Novem- 
ber f4th, for the purpose of discassing recipro- 
cal commercial and financial interests of the 
countries represented. In connection with 
this measure congress appropriated $125,000 
for theexpenses of the convention. Under 
this authority, and as preliminary to the con- 
vention, the state department organized this 
tour of commercial and manufacturing cities 
ofthe United States, with the prime object of 
showing the visitors the great natural re- 
sources of the country.

The train will carry an ample supply of pro- 
visions, but necessary supplies of fresh meats, 
vegetables, etc., will be taken up at principal 
markets of country traversed. he locomotive 
will be one of the company’s standard, of the 
latest pattern and built at the Altoona shops. 
It is equipped not only to furnish steam as the 
motive power, but for heating as well, and to 
operate the air-brakes. It will be in charge of 
@ mechanical engineer from Altoona. As has 
been said, there will be no change of the crew 
during the tour. The engineer who will open 
the throttle at 8:15a.m.in the station at Wash- 
ington on Thursday next, October 3d, will also 
apply the air-brakes at the conclusion of his 
long run of 5,046 miles on November 30th. A 
crew of twenty-six men will be required to run

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TELESCOPED CARS. 


'A Bad Accident on the New York Central 
Railroad. 

PALATINE Brings, N. Y., September 28.— 
The St. Louis express No. 5, which left Albany 
at 10 0’clock last night, met with a bad acci 
dent about two miles east of here at about 
midnight. The first section bfoke down and 
stopped for repairs. The rear brakeman was 
sent back to signal the second section, but for 
some reason failed to perform his duty. The 
engineer of the seqgPrection says he did not 
see him, and t first he saw was the 
lights of the first section directly in front 
of him. The first section was made up of a 
baggage, mail, express and three passenger 
cars, packed with people, and a Wagner 
sleeper on the end. 

THE CRASH WAS TERRIFIC. 

The second section telescoped into the first 
section, knocking out the lights and plunging 
everything into darkness. Upto this hour, (2 
a.m ,) four bodies have been taken out of the 
sleeper, and it is teared the total number of 
deaths wiil run up to twenty five, and possibly 
more, as the car was full.

HOW THE TRAIN IS MADE UP. 

The first section of the train is usually made 
up of two ordinary coaches, two parlor cars 
and three baggaye cars, while the second sec- 
tion seidom goes out with less than seven 
sleepers. The dining car serves dinner on the 
second section to Albany, where it is dropped. 
This train travels over the Michigan Southern 
via Niagara Falls. It isa favorite with trav- 
elers on the Central, and the second section is 
entirely of vestibule cars and the schedule of 
running is very fast.

THEY CRASHED TOGETHER, 


And the Steamer Got the Best of the 
- Schooner 

Newport, R. I., September 27.—Steamer 
Providence, of the Old Colony line, was in 
collision. last evening, with the three-masted 
schooner Avis, Captain Farnsworth, of St. 
ym for New York. She came into her dock 

8 morning late in consequence, ‘and with 
her starboard side forward of the paddle- 
wheel open for sixty feet. The accident oc- 
curred about 8 o’clock off Schyler’s light, 
twenty-five miles from New York. The pilot 
of the steamer claims that the schooner dis 
played no lights. 
THE SCHOONER STRUCK THE STEAMER’S HEAD, 
knocking out sixty feetof the main deck 
guard, with a small portion of the upper part 
of the hull, about fifty feet of the upper deck 
guard and taking five of the outside state 
rooms. The schooner had her wheel head car- 
ried away. ‘the Providence came to anchor 
at once and sent two small boats in which the 
crew of the schooner were taken off and landed 
on Hartisland. It was found thatthe captain 
of the schooner was badly injured by the wheel, 
the force of the collision taking, out every 
spoke. The Providence came through all right 
with her side open, the sca having only aslight 
swell aud the steamer being k@pt well ovér to 
port. Passengers on the starboard side were 
somewhat frightened, but some on the port 
side did not know of the collision till morning.

Tennessee and Alabama Capitalists Unite in 
a Big Scheme. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 27.—[Spe- 
efal.J—A number of promment Tennéssee and 
Alabama capitalists have, for several days, 
been in consultation, in this city, with a view 
of organizing a mining and manufacturing 
company, Which will be the largest in the 


south, exceeding even the Tennessee Coal and y 


Iron company. The détails of a preliminary 
character have required a good deal of time in 
these discussions and arrangements, but they 
have been settled to the satisfaction of the 
entlemen in.verested, and they left for Ala 
ama this evening to effect a corporate organ- 
ization of the company. 

The deal is the most important which has 
occurred in this section. ‘The full details are 
not now obtainable, but the plan embraces the 
consolidation of the LaGrange, /Etna, War- 
ner Furnace companies, the Koane Iron com- 
pany, of Chattanooga, the Wayne County Iron 
company and other properties. Six furnaces 
now in operation are involved in the deal, and 
many thousand acres of fine ore lands in 
Hickman, Stewart and Wayne counties. The 
main object is to manufacture charcoal,iron and 
steeLon a big scale and to establish a steel rail 
mill. The ultimate object is reported to be 
the consolidation of all the charcoal furnaces 
in Tennessee and Alabama ina tremend@nps 
combination. Steel rails are not now indie 
south of the Ohio river, and the import- 
ance of this movement may be seen at 
a glance. It is said that the amount of 
bonds to be issued with first installment will 
be $3,000,000, and $6,000,000 of stock. Among 
the prominent actorsin the desl are A. M.

THREATS TO LYNCH A SHERIFF 


And Burn the Town of Pratt Mines—The 
Cause of the Trouble—sheriff Smith 
and Military Go to the Scene 


BiRMIMGHAM, Ala., September 27.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—Sheriff Smith left for Pratt mines at 11 
o’clock tonight with a strong civil posse and 
the Jefferson Volunteers, to quell a reported 
attempt*to lynch Deputy Sheriff Maxwell. 
From the most reliable reports obtainable at 
this time, it seems that several hundred 
negroes at the mines haye armed themselves 
and threaten to lynch Maxwell and burn the 
town. The white people became much alarm- 
ed, and sent messengers to the city begging the 
sheriff tosend them help as quickly as pos- 
sible. A train from the mines, arriving here 
at 10 o’clock, brought in about two hundred 
women and children, who are 

SEEKING SAFETY IN THE CITY, .

Two Men Killed. 

BrrMINGHAM, Ala., September 27.—-[Spe- 
cial.|—About 11 o’clock this morning Deputy 
Sheriff King Vann was shot and instantly 
killed by John Steele, a negro, and four hours 
later the murderer was overtaken by a posse 
and his body riddled with bullets. Yann had 
a warrint for the negro’s arrest, and, meeting 
him near the city, attempted to arrest him. 
Steele was armed with a shotgun, and without 
a word, poured the entire load through the 
ofticer’s body. The murderer fled, but blood- 
hounds were secured and the trafl was easily 
followed. When close pressed by the dogs the 
negro threw down his gun and sought refuge 
inatree. Atsight of the armed posse pursu- 
ing him, Steele leaped from the tree and 
started torun. Before he made three steps 
his body was riddled with bullets, and he fell 
dead. The murdered deputy wasone of the 
most popular officers in the county, He leaves 
a family.

The Stage Robber Pursued by a'Sheriff and 
Posse. 

BrssEMER, Mich., September 27.—The Go- 
gebic stage robber, Reimund Holzhay, other- 
wise known as ‘‘Black Bart,’’ together with 
several other prisoners, made his escape from 
the county jail here this morning.

JEALOUS OF HIS WIFE. 


John Quinn Kills His Wife and Then Com- 
mits Suicide. 

BraprorD, Pa., September 27.—Yesterday 
morning John A. Quinn, a well known citizen 
of Mount Alton, became jealous of his wife 
and shot her five times in the breast and abdo- 
men with a Winchester repeating rifle, 42 cal- 
ibre. The womau died in great agony two 
hours later. Quinn tried to kill Martin Bren- 
nan, who he accused wrongfally of intimacy 
with his wife, but Brenan escaped from him 
anp hid in the woods. After .a desperate 
struggle, Quinn was disarmed by Constable 
Washburn and placed.under arrest. He was. 
put in a cell and com@iitted suicide by hanging 
during the night. The suicide and murderer 
will be buried with his wife Sunday,in this 
city. Quinn was a tall powerful man, aged 
63.His wife was six years younger. He had 
been married to his wife whom he murdered 
thirty years. They raised a family of ten 
children, ranging in age from six to twenty- 
seven, all living and highly respected.

The Major Says if He Owes the State Any- 
thing He is Keadyto Settle--Will Sail 
for America at Once. 


Lonpon, September 27.—A representative 
of thé Associated Press called upon Major E. 
A. Burke, of New Orleans, ex-treasurer of the 
state of Louisiana, at his hotel this morning. 
Major Burke was very busily engaged in the 
dispatch of necessarygbusiness, preparatory to 
his departure for America on the Etruria to- 
merfow. When asked if he desired to make 
any statement in regard to the allegoa irregu- 
larity in connection with state bonds when he 
was treasurer of Louisiana, Major Burke ex- 
pressed regret that he was not in a condition 
to give full information. He had no knowl- 
edge of the charges that had been made, or of 
the present situation at New Orleans, except 

hashad been conveyed to him in afew 
fei cable dispatches. These were not ade 
qhate enongh to enable him fully to understand 
what allegations had been made, nor upon 
what ground. He had gathered from them, 
however, that the situation was of sufficient 
gravity to make it highly expedient for him 
TO RETURN TO AMERICA AT ONCE. 

This would involve the abandonment, for 
the present, of important business interests in 
London which would be likely to result-in 
serious pecuniary loss.

HE THOUGHT HE WAS TO BLAME 


For Beveral Lives Lost, and Brooding Over It 
Drove Him Insane. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., September 27.—Joseph 
C. Harvey, a well known mill owner of this 
city, was sent to the Friends’ asylum for in- 
sane at Frankford today. Eight years ago the 
Randolph mill, owned by him, was destroyed 
by fire, and fifteen persons, mostly young girls, 
lost their lives. The building was unprovided 
with fire escapes, and to this fact was due the 
great loss of life. Not long after the fire Harvey 
began to show signs of mental unsoundness, 
caused, itis said, by constant brooding over 
the !oss traceable to his neglect to properly 
provide for the safety of his employes, and he 
had gradually grown worse until within the 
past week, when a number of prominent phy 
sicians decided that he had better be placed in 
an asylum. The unfortunate man is at pres- 
ent owner of several mills and is very wealthy.

CuicaGo, September 27.—The international 
socialistic labor movement convention, with 
delegates from every state and territory, will 
convene here tomorrow and hold a four days’ 
session.

Fired by Electricity. 
PitTsBuRG, Pa., September 27.—The large 
building of the Westinghouse Electric company, 
situatea on Duquesne way and Allegheny, and al- 
mostin the heart of the city, was partially destroyed 
by fire tonight, entailing a loss of $100,000. The 
building is a five-story brick. The laboratory is 
situated in the second story. Here the fire origi- 
nated, and completely gutted the third and fourth 
floors. Both floors were filed with fine electrical 
machinery, which is so badly injured that it will 
all have to be replaced. Theloss is fully covered 
by insurance. Westinghouse gives employment to 
about 2,000 men in this building. The work of re- 
building will be begun at once. The origin of the 
fire is ynknown, butit {is supposed to have been 

caused by electricity. oe .

COLORED EPISCOPALIANS, 


They Propound a Question to the General 
Conference, 


New York, September 27.—At the Episco- 
palian colored men’s convention today a mo- 
tion to make the ensuing conference triennial 
instead of annual, was lost. A committee, con- 
sisting of Revs. W. V. Tannell, of Brooklyn; 
George F. Braggert, of Norfolk ; Paulus Moore, 
of Liberia; C. Bishop, of New York, and 
Thomas W. Cain, of Galveston, was appointed 
to present the genera) conference of the United 
States that meets next week a memorial, 
which, after setting forth certain facts relative 
to church doctrine, says: 

In view of the foregoing facts we ask whatis the 
position of the colored men in the church? Isit in 
accord with the race doctrines taught by the church 
that when men have once been admitted into the 
ministry of the church a new restriction.should be 
made in the spiritual and religious rights of the 
colored man which should not be made in those of 
white men? We ask the general conference to give 
us an emphatic, unequivoeal answer to this one 
earnest and almost dispairing inquiry. 

At the evening session an address was 
delivered by Rev. Dr. McDuff, of Raleigh N. 
C., on the condition of the church in the south.

4 WOMAN’S WIERDENDINA CHURCH 
VAULT, 


MOUNT VERNON’S GREAT MYSTERY 


A Delicate Woman Discovered Dying of 
Starvation—Two Months in a Dark, 
Damp Cellar—The Priest’s Story. 


From the New York Presa 

The emaciated remains of a woman redaced 
almost to a skeleton were lying in the morgue 
at Mt. Vernon yesterday, the object of in- 
tense interest to the neighborhood. For two 
months she had existed in a dark, slimy cellar 
under the Catholic church of the Sacred Heart, 
in that village, where she was fonnd dead op 
Sunday morning. 

For two months rumors have been tloating 
about the village that there was a ghost in the 
church. Boys who played about the edifice 
told their parents in awe-struck whisper that 
the place was haunted. A wild creature with 
gleaming eyes had looked at them from one 
of the little cellar windows. Their parents 
laughed atthe stories. Then the boys grew 
bolder, and when they saw the white, staring 
face again they threw stones at it, 

One evening a stone struck the window and 
the white face quickly disappeared. Two of 
the boys, one a youth of fourteen, named Are- 
cher, and the other the eon of John Howland, 
janitor of the grammar school opposite, told 
their fathers of the affair. One evening early 
in July Janitor Howland saw the face at the 
window, bat it never appeared again after the 
boys threw stones at it. A short while after— 
ward Mr. Howland saw a woman come out of 
the basement of the church in the rear and go 
to the pump near by to get water. Several 
times he saw her. He told David Kirby, for- 
merly janitor of the church, about it. 

Kerby laughed and told his friends that 
Howland was going daft. He saw spooks in 
the holy church forsooth. And so all the vil- 
lage laughed about the ghost in the church. 
Howland said nothing more. This ridicule 
closed his mouth effectually, though the ap- 
paration troubled his mind. 

THE HORRIBLE DISCOVERY. 

Father James T. Coles, pastor of the church, 
Was sitting in his study Saturday night with 
his nephew, John Grady, who is the janitor 
of the church. They heard low moans com- 
ing from the basement. 

‘We got a lantern and went to the cellar,” 
said Father Coles. ‘‘Grady went first. ‘Here 
she is,’ he called, and I went over toa pile of 
evergreens near the stairs. There lay the poor 
creature. She startled me at first with her 
large, staring eyes and her fearful appearance, 
for she was a living skeleton. I saw she was 
dying, and I sent for Dr. Ferris. 

***Are you a Protestant,’ I asked. 

‘She shook her head. 

***Are you a Catholic ?’ 

“**Yes,’ came the whispered response. 

‘'T asked her if she desired the last sacra- 
ments, and on her assenting by a nod I admin- 
istered them. She nodded her head again 
when I asked herif she was Irish, and then 
she died. We placed the pvor creature upon @ 
church cushion and carried her up stairs.’ 

It is a foul place, that ceilar—dark, gloomy 
and grewsome. Two streams of water trickle 
through it, and moisture drips from furgus 
growth upon the stone walls. A dim, uncer- 
tain light filters fitfully through the long, cob- 
web-covered windows. Hundreds of rats 
scurry about boldly, and thousands of worms 
crawl! slimily about. Thereisa door in the 
rear of the basement, which leads to the 
yard. The key was on the inside, and turneé 
easily. 

It was in this place that the woman had 
lived two months or more. 

She worea dark striped plaid dress, black 
overskirt, white skirt and waist. They bore 
grimy evidence of contact with the wet clay on 
the bottom of the cellar. In parts they were 
gnawed by the rats and worm eaten, leaving 
ragged edges. Her feet were bare. The foliaga 
of the evergreen branches had long since failen 
away, and upon the bare twigs the woman had 
been lying for hours, perhaps days, unable to 
move, her frail body having pressed the 
branches into a sort of rough couch. Near he® 
on the ground was found a five-dollar bill cov 
ered with mold and half eaten away. A little 
russet leather bag, containing a pocketbook, 
in which was another five-dollar bill and thirty 
cents in silver, was also found. 

DIED OF STARVATION. 

In the sachel was a letter addressed to Louig 
Turgis, a dealer in Catholic books and images 
in Barclay street. Articles of underwear and 
a shawl strap were lying beside her. The rats 
and worms had nearly destroyed them. Her 
shoes bore the mark ofa Fifth avenue shoe- 
maker and had evidently not been worn for 
weeks, as the insides were covered with mold. 
Not the slighest clew to heridentity is re- 
vealed by any of these articles, and so far the 
body is wholly unidentified. 

Dr. Goodwin’s autopsy showed the lungs to 
have been diseased. The stomach was terribly 
inflamed, and the woman had evidently not 
eaten food for many days. She had died of 
starvation. 

The emaciation of the woman’s body {fs 
something terrible te behold. The skin seems 
to be stretched over the bones like that of a 
mummy. She had wasted away. Lying in 
the morgue she appears to be about twenty- 
tive years old. Heavy masses of beautiful 
copper-colored hair are matted on her head. 
Her eyes are very large and very blue, and 
even in death have not lost the frightened ex- 
pression that made the villagers think hera 
ghost. Her hands are. slender and well formed. 
Around her neck were Catholic scapulars and 
an Agnus Dei. Her face 1s that of an inteili- 
gent Irish girl. Her clothing is that of a 
woman in comfortable circumstances and of 
quiet tastes. 

WHY DID SHE SEEK THE CELLAR? 

An inquest was begun by the coroner yester-~ 
day and adjourned for one week to await 
further information. 

The only clew to the woman’s arrival in Mt 
Vernon is furnished by the boys playing about 
the church, who said that John Grady once 
drove the woman from the church. Father 
Coles said to the Presa reporter tbat Grady 
told him he never saw the woman until last 
Saturday night. Noone save Howland and 
the boys as mentioned ever saw the woman 
in Mt. Vernon before her discovery while 
dying. Only one or two of those who live near 
the church had ever heard of her, and they 
thought the reports imaginative. The woman 
never applied to any of the neighboring houses 
for food and there was no food found in the 
cellar. Willie King, a boy of tifteen, who 
works in William Buckley’s butcher shop, a 
block away, said a woman came to the sho 
Friday afternoon about 1 o’clock and begge 
for a pound of steak for her mother. Sfie 
looked ill. He identified the woman at the 
morgue as the same woman. 

But it is hardly possible the dead woman 
could have left her couch Friday without aid. 
Everything points to the fact that the woman 
existed inthe cellar without food for weeks 
and was evidently insane. 

There was a report current that the dead 
woman is Miss Virginia M. Wagner, the 
Brooklyn school teacher who disappeared 
July 3. The two women are not at all alike. 
The dead woman at Mt. Vernon is five feet 
two inches tall. Miss Wagner is five feet nine 
inches tall. The dead woman’s hair is 
curly and her features delicate. Miss Wag- 
ner’s hair was straight and her features almost ' 
masculine. So far the affair is clouded in 
mystery.

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AMENDMENT. 


Mr. auBignon Comes to the Héscue in the 


Nick of Time—Senators Bartlett and Rice 
Come in on the Home Stretch. 


There was a breeze in the senate yesterday 
Over the amendment to the Atianta aud Litbonia 
railroad. 

A uumber of bills had been put up for passaze 
undet a suspension of the rules and by m‘stake this 
bill with the obnoxious amendment was mixed 
with them, It came up and was read when Sena- 
tor Rice, Senator Bartlett and other friends of the 
bi 1 were in the ante- room. 

The commuttce amendment refuses the new road 
the use of the Georgia raiirvad track for two miles 


from the carshed, aud practically suut the road out 
of Atian'a. 


Mr. duBignon, who was inthe chair, was the 


only friend of the billwho saw what was being 


done. To pass it would strangle the road, buc it 
must be put to the senate. He 
beckoned to President Pro. Tem. DuPree 
to take the chair sv he could stop it, but Mr. Du- 
Preé did not see the motion, and ‘the bit went 
Straight toa vote and was passed with the obnox- 
ious amendment. 

Then Senator Sirother, thinking it was his Lin- 
coln county bill, moved immediate trausimission to 
the house, 

By this (tme Mr. DuPree reached the chair and 
Mr. duBigno: took the floor aud said he would 


move a reconsideration. 


Senator Strother at once raised a racket. 
Senator dubiguon caught the situation and set 


Senator Strother at rest about his bill 


Then Senator Rice, who had just come in, raised 


a racket, 


“That bill belongs to my constituents,” said he. 

Senator Wooten made the point ot order that Sen- 
ator S rother’s motion had been withdrawn, and 
there was nothing before the senate. 

“IT was about to renew it,’’ said Mr. Strother, but 
he was appeased and stood looking a iittle dazed, a8 
if he would like to know what would liappeu next. 

Meantime Mr. duBignon had explained the sitn- 
ation to Mr. Kice, who yielded the floor to Mr. 
Bartlett to make a wotion. 

“The princip'e invelyed rises far above Fulton 
couuty and the city of Atlanta,’ saia he. ‘The 
amendmont which the railrozd committee has seen 
fitto puton this billis in diree: disrecard of tie 
constitution of the state. Charters and cbarters 
have been granted like tiie one asked for, bui suca 
& restriction was never put ou ove before. 

“The charter simply gives the right to condemn 
the track of the Georgia road for two miles, becatise 
it is not possible 'o reach the city of Aijlanta any 
other way. Railroads huve been given the right to 
condemn track fo° forty miles. Shall it be refused 
because it is the sacred track of the Georgia road? 
Let notthesun go down before we correct this 
error; let not ibe ink be dry on the Liil be:ore we re- 
cousider it, aud show thata corporation like this 
calnot usurp the eminent domain which is guar- 
antecd by the constitution, 

“The bill was net among those to be taken up 
uncer the suspension of rules, and the friends of 
the measure bippened t) be in the ante-room at 

the time. I think, therefore, «ourtesy and - rness 
demund that we have a chance to be heard 
ou that amendment. lL therefore move 


that the rnies e suspended so that we. 


cain recons der ttiis bill.” 

Senator duBignium said he had nothing to say on 
the motion tosuspend rules, but he would have in 
the motion to recousider. 

Senator Rice then urged reconsideration. 

“This bill was before the railroad committee; I 
was present and opposed the amendment. I was 
cailed off by ® gentieman on business at the mo- 
Mentitcame up. I certainly would have opposed 
the amendment had [ been in the room. It was 
passed before we could get back here,’ 

The senate is always fair, and unanimously voted 
to suspend tae rules. 

Then Senator Bartlett said he didn’t blame any- 


body for the passage of the bil 
without its friends’ presence, as it was 
evidently an inadvertence. He called 


attention to a List of the bills to come up under sus- 
peusic yn, and said this bill was not amony them. 

‘i trust the senate will reconsider the Pdil for all 
the reasons mentioned by the senator from the 
twenty-second,”’ said Mr, duBignon. ‘No matter 
how it hanpened, Itiinkthe action of the senate 
should be reconsidered.” 

Senator Wooten, as chairman of the rail- 
road comunitice, whica reported the 
ainendmeut, disclaimed any int-ntion to 
inke advantage of the absence of the scnators, and 
was willing, order thatthey havea lheariny, to 
mike itthes stein! order lor some day hext wees 

Mr. duBign m then moved that the Liil be made 
the special order for Wednesday next. and the mo- 
tion was unanimously carried. 


Mr. Woeteu asked that two members be 
added to the committee on the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad, as the work was very heavy and many 
members were no able to give it much timeon ac- 
count of 4 he ir connection with other committees, 
tenafors S.R Harris and Sanford were sddud. Tre 
conuuittee has finished one section of the lease bill 
and will come near making a new bill ot it. 


The conference committes report on the 
Hali resolutions was taken up, aud Senator Bartiett 
moved @ non- concurrence, fi d began vi zorously to 
support his motion, but on Senator Wooten’s mo- 
iion, in view of the thinness of the attendance, it 
was made the special orcer for Tuesday immedi- 
ately afler the reading of the journal.

It is not improbable that a commission will 
be appointed to iilvestigate the Imuatic asylum with 
a View to cutting g down expenses, 

When the penileutiary committee's report recom- 
mending an appropriation of $31,000 came in it was 
re‘erred to the committee on appropriations and is 
1iow being cousidered by & sub-col:mit ee on ap- 
prope riations, 

T he sense of this committee seems to be to ask a 

«duction of this anfount anc to ask for the appoint- 
m ant of acommission to investigate the lunatic 
asylum with a view to curtailing expenses. This 
is not in the nature of a reficction on the officers of 
the institution but because some of the committee 
think that the institution 1s burdened ees ine- 
briates who, having been sent there by county 
atilhorities cannot well be refused by the officers of 
the asylum. 

The water supply of the institution is a matter 
ne eding attention, and it is said to be necessary for 
this as well as tor other purposes that a commission 
con-ider the matter an map out a policy for the 
state. Itisthought that there may be some re- 
treuchment suggested in the expenses of the insti- 
tution. The treasurer receives $600 perannt Mm and 
some of the committee think a bauk woulu take 
care of the money without charge.

Mr. Joe Nix Tella of What He Saw in the 
Oid Worid—America Leads in ahi 
thing. 


Out of all the Atlantians who made Bare: 
pean tours this season ngne have been closer 
observers than Mr. Joe Nix, who was a mem 
ber of Dr. Lee’s party. 

Mr. Nix looked at the old world as it is, 
rather than as it was, and every day life and 
scenes are among his most pleasant recollec- 
tions. 

“I am better satisfied than ever with Amer- 
ica,”’ he was saying the other day to some 
friends who were enjoying his reminiscences. 
**I had always heard of the beauty of English 
and French women, but let me _ give 
you 2% pointer. You all know 
that I always have a good ese fer handsome 
women, but I didn’t need it much over there. 
Why, honestly, there were scarcely any beau- 
tiful ladies to be seen at ali either in Paris or 
London. Of the two though, I believe the 
English are the handsomer, and by a greag 
many their robust style is very much admired. 
Of course, you know, I can’t say I didn’t see 
any beauties, for I did, but they were almost 
invariably American. At the Paris exposition 
I saw lots of them, and its rather funny, bat I 
could tell an American the minute my eye lit 
on him. There is something so entirely differ- 
ent from anybody else about an American.” 

‘‘While you are talking about the exposition, 
tell us something about our exhibit over 
there?” 

“Well, I'll just tell you how itis. Itsa 
characteristic of the American people, that 
unless they eclipse everybody else, no matter 
what the obstacles, they are ‘dissatisfied. 
That’s what has caused all the talk you have 
read a tour exhibit being a disgrace tothe 
coun a matter of fact, we haven’t any 
room ick. Our exhibit compares favuora 
bly with any other foreign display there, and 
its only a disposition to want the earth that 
makes some people talk about it. Before 
I went over, I read about some fellow saying 
he couldn’t find it at all. I didn’t haye any 
trouble in finding it, and 1n fact, one of the 
most conspicuous things there, to me, was the 
stars and stripes waving over Uncle Sam’s col- 
lection.’ : 

“Did you see any of the soldiers ?’’ 

“Well, I shonld say so, but they 
couldn’t drill worth lcoking at. The 
Gate City Guard could run them off the field 
in no time. During my stay in London I used 
to go out every morning to see the red coats 
drill. Talk about uniforms. The Engiish sol- 
diers take the cake. They’re the funniest 
looking nren on earth, and the first time you 
see them vou are tempted to treat yourself toa 
laugh. They wear fiery red coats, with white 
pants, but the funniest part of the whole rig is 
the cap and boots. The caps are only about 
the size of a good sized tin cup, and are tied on 
the side of their heads by a chin band. Then 
the big bootgset the whole thing off, and you 
think of a footman or something of that sort 
every time you see them. But you ought to 
see the swell] seldicrs—the royal escort. They 
are the Ran gloved brigade, and are the con- 
sum mati dudishness. 

**All through Europe they know u.n American 
as S4on as they see him, and in some places 
they play the very mischief with his pocket- 
book if he isn’t very sharp. There are people 
who have lived all their lives off of what is 
given them by American tourists, for verv few 
are as liberal as we, and everywhere the peo- 
ple imagine that Americans are ali millionaries. 
Well, 1 was going to tell you about the people 
in the Black valiey, who make their living ‘by 
Waiting on tourists. We were going to the 
Kiliarney lakes, and had to walk through this 
valley about five miles. All the way our party, 
ten or twelve in all, was followed by about 
twenty women and girls, who carried bottles 
of geat’s milk and poteen. We'd buy 
some of this oceasionally, and sometimes 


the women would run into the woods anck 


get us § fresh water, for which, of 
course, they expecied to be paid. One of these 
women, and she was prewiy good lookieg, te», 
told me that she had never been outside of the 
Black valisy, but had made a living there 
from what was given her by tourists.’’ 

Mr. Nix took in all the places of interest in 
Europe. -He saysthatin Venice he spent the 
most pleasant part of his trip, and while thcre 
became very friendly with several of the in- 
habitants, from whom he has received several 
letters since his return.

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The Cost of City Government. 

The necessary cost of a city government 
is a matter worth looking into. 

In a recent article on the subject, Mr. 
George W. Elliott, of New York, has given 
some very interesting facts and figures. 

A city of 20,000 inhabitants need not 

spend more than $100,000 per annum, or 
five dollars per capita. A city of 100,000 
population will find that it will require $1,- 
000,000 per annum, or ten dollars per cap- 
ita. In eleven New York cities the cost of 
government is twelve dollars per capita. In 
fourteen New England cities the cost is 
$11.84 per capita, 
_ Now, these figures are taken from the 
census of 1880. By that census the cost of 
Atlanta’s government was $9.19 per capita, 
apparently a bad showing, as Atlanta then 
had @ population of only 37,000 in round 
numbers, and was paying nearly as much 
per capita asa city of 100,000 people should 
have paid, if Mr. Ellott’s estimate will 
stand. The fact that Atlanta had to rebuild 
from the ashes after the war may be ac- 
cepted as an explanation of the heavy cost 
of her government. 

Indianapolis, with her 125,000 inhabit- 
ants, spends less than four dollars per cap- 
ita for her government and improvements. 
But no other city has been able to get down 
to her low figures. 

These statistics are based upon the cen- 
sus of 1880. In 1890 there may be many 
changes to record. 


Wall Street Methods. 

The mistrial of Ives, the young Napoleon 
of Wall street, will be variously commented 
on by the various newspapers of the coun- 
try, but the facts brought out during his 
trial, show to anicety the methods of ‘‘bus- 
iness’”’ in Wall street. 

Ferdinand Ward was simply an awkward 
fakir—and there are others like him still 
carrying on business—but Ives represents 
the progress aud development of Wall 
street. There are no friendships in that 
corrupt thoroughfare. The gamblers that 
congregaie there on the pretence of doing 
business, are just as ready and as eager to 
fleece each other as they are to swindle the 
public. Character, reputation, probity and 
honor all go for nothing in that seething 
sink of iniquity. 

Wall street appeared to be greatly shocked 
when Ives’s knavery was discovered, but 
every trick he played, every forgery he 
committed, was done in the most approved 
Wali street style. He set up a ‘“‘collateral’’ 
factory, because a ‘‘collateral’’ is more im- 
portant in Wall street’s eyes than charac- 
ter. 

Wall street made a great outery when 
Ives’s thievery was discovered; it was virtu- 
ously indignant; but this outcry was pretty 
much of apiece withthe attack on the 
bucket-shops that emanated from that 
neighborhood. The war on the bucket- 
shops was made on high moral grounds, but 
everybody knew that the big bucket-shops 
of New York—the exchanges—wanted the 
smal! bucket-shops out of the way so that 
they would have no competition in their 
gambling operations, — 


Under a Cloud. 

The death of Eliza Cook, the other day, 
recalls a sad life history. 

Miss Cook’s poetry was at one time very 
popular, and many of our older readers will 
readily recollect “‘The Old Arm Chair,’’ 
*“‘P’m Afloat,’’ and ‘‘The Star of Glengarry.”’ 
But this unfortunate writer made a fatal 
mistake at the beginning of her career. She 
wrote for a paper whose moral tone was 
low, and she allowed her portrait to be cir- 
culated among the masses—a portrait rep- 
resenting her as a pert-looking decollete 
damsel. Slander at once marked her fora 
victim, and numerous stories were published 
about her alleged immorality. 

The poor woman tried .to live down the 
sianders. She led a blameless life, but her 
notoriety made her name common property, 
and prudish people shunned her to the last. 
For fifty years she endured all this unmer- 
ited shame, but it was not until she had out- 
lived her contemporaries that she found 
peace. 

Such a life should be a warning to some 
young women who think it a fine thing to 
dare and defy public opinion in print and 
in other ways. 


Ramie in the South. 

It is stated that a number of New Eng- 
land capitalists have organized a stock 
company which has for its purpose the 
creation in this country of a demand for 
the fibre of the ramie plant. 

The company has already bought 280 
tons of the fibre in London, and has con- 
tracted in China for 1,000 tons more. The 
example of this company has already i#- 
duced a number vf manufacturers td offer 
to contract for twenty tons a day. 

Another purpose of the New England 
company, as set forth inthe Manufacturers’ 
Record, is to induce the southern land- 
owners to plantramie. At present there is 
no market in this country for the fibre, but 
when the New England“company creates a 
market it rightly infers that southern 
_ planters will be willing to take advantage of 
it. As another inducement, the company 
proposes to aid the planter who has a good 
many acres of ramie by decorticating it 
without expense to the grower, who wil] 
-yeceive the market price for the fibre. 

There is no doubt that ramle will grow in 
the south. That fact was definitely settled 
long ago by the experiments of the late 
Colonel Richard Peters on his farm in 
Gordon county. The plant grew there 
rankly, and there is no part of the south 
‘na where it cannot be raised profitably, provided

At times the prisoner’s longing for a 
glimpse of something human tempted her 
to press her white and haggard face against 
the window where she could watch the 
children at play. No wonder the young- 
sters took her for a ghost, and ran away 
with the cry that the place was haunved! 

She died without revealing her secret. 
Perhaps some temptation overmastered her 
—perhaps she fled from crime orjshame— 
perhaps the fatal gift of beauty was her 
ruin. 

The circumstances point to only one ex- 
planation. She had sinned, or thought she 
had sinned, and she starved herself to death 
in her slimy dungeon. She was doing pen- 
ance, and she kept her vow. 

What an iron will this little woman had! 
At any moment she could have opened the 
door and enjoyed the light of day, liberty 
and the comforts of life. But she held on 
tothe last. Hunger and the terrors of that 
uncanny vauit could not conquer her. Her 
purpose never wavered, and when kind- 
hearted strangers found her she was sink- 
ing into the sleep of death, carrying her 
well-guarded secret with her. 

The sorrow-laden and tortured soul has 
found what it sought—rest! 


The Tanner Contract. 

Corporal Tanner has one friend that is 
sticking to him closer than a brother. MHis 
name is Private DalzelHl, and our readers 
have no doubt heard of him, for since the 
war he has been one of the greatest letter- 
writers of the age. 

He is now engaged in writing letters 
about the removal of Tanner, and he 
doesn’t mince matters in the least. Ile is 
not moved by considerations of policy, but 
blurts out what he has to say in the most 
refreshing manner imaginable. 

Speaking of Tanner, Private Dalzell says 
that ‘‘he not only took down the bars of the 
pension office, and began to promise the 
surplus pledged last year by the party, but 
began also to shovel out the surplus accord- 
ing to the contract.”’ 

What he says about a contract is appar- 
ently said deliberately, for he refers to the 
matter in another part of his letter, and de- 
clares that he has in his possession docu- 
mentary proof of the contract, and is pre- 
pared to give it to the public should the 
president or any of the republican leaders 
dare to make denial. ° 

Private Dalzell is not much of a figure as 
a republican, but he is important enough to 
give the administration a good deal of 
trouble, and this is what he seems bent on 
doing. 

It is evident that the country has not 
heard the last of the Tanner episode, 


General Sherman Again. 

As General Sherman grows older the fact 
becomes more and more apparent that the 
streak of crankism which has always been a 
feature of his temperament has grown to be 
as big as a horse blanket. 

The development of this streak was made 
manifest when, after the war, he stated un- 
der oath before a congressional committee 
that he had deliberately lied about the 
burning of Columbia in order to bring 
Wade Hampton into disrepute with his 
own people. 

The curiousthing about this—the point 
at which crankism developed itself—was 
not that Sherman lied, or that he confessed 
it, but that he could bring himself to be- 
lieve or imagine that anything he might 
say would injure Wade Hampton with his 
own people. It was apparent then, as it 
has been more apparent since, that the re- 
lations between General Sherman and com- 
mon sense are somewhat strained.

At the recent meeting of the Army of the 
Tennessee Sherman made another speech, 
which is fully and accuraicly reported in the 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. It is a 
rambling, disconnected, dull affair, but 
what it lacks in coherency it makes up for 
in viclousness. Whatthe old man wants is 
blood. He is not satisfied with applying 
the torch to Atlanta and Columbia, and to 


| thousands of homes lying between; on the 


contrary, he longs for a renewal of the 
strife, and his cracked voice trembles with 
hatred and malice whenever the name of 
the south is mentioned. 

In the course of lis remarks he abjured 
bis audience not to unbuckle their waist- 
belts too much, and he seemed to chuckle 
over what he deems the prospect of another 
civil war.

ters, etc., the entire appropriation to the de- | 


partment now being $51,000. 

Four thousand dollars was added tothe fund 
for street lights. 

Forty-five hundred dollars was given the 
park commission for the construction of a 
building for the Gress zoo. 

Other departments were given an increase 
and no department was in any way diminished 
a cent. 

When the balance sheet was finished the 
contingent fund was found to be $1,800,

each department, the committce adopted the 
sheet and will present it to the general council 
next Monday for ratitication or rejection.

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A COLORED PROFESSOR 


Speaks on Colontzation and the Race 


Ouestion. 

Professor R. R. Wricht, a prominent colored 
man, spoke on Colonization of the Negro at the 
Third Congregational church last night. 

A large numbcr of colored people and a few 
whites attended the meeting. 

The speaker begau by reference to Fred Douglas, 
quoting from him the words, "The negro must be 
measured by the depths from which he came rather 
than by the heights to which he has attained.” 

Then touching on the race problem, he said: 
*But, it must be remembered, that if a conflict 
should happen, it wouid not perhaps terminate as 
happily as the whiies think. When ail the blacks 
are gatbered together they may be able to hold 
their own. Besides our own race, we have the 
Mexicans and Chines? to back us. Whatcon!d the 
white race do with all these leagued against 11?” 

“Talk about colonizing the negro. Why, while 
Africa is very fertile, ft would not be noticed as an 
outiet for our surpius population until we numbered 
ove hundred million. Africa is the place for Euro- 
— emigrants, not negroes, The negro belong 

ere. 

They had done muck to advance the interest of 
this country, and had already acquired $221,000,000 
worth of property. 

“They are going to stay here,” he said, 
“in spite of the advice of Baptist preachers 
for them to emigate. The necroes are not dying off 
In a hundred years from now there will be 192 you.,- 
000 of thei. 
in Thomas county they increase 334, per cent, while 
the whites only increase 8. Those whosay we are 
not growing morally don’t know what they are 
talking about.” 

Ptofessor Wright closed by saving: ‘‘Wease this 
furor about social equality, and let tasie direct. 
Everywhere except here coloris no barto admis 
sion to any circle.”’

One is for the agriculturist, Mr, Kimbrongh, of 
Harris county, and the other is for the horticul- 
turist, Mr. Charies Speth, of Augusta. 

Work will be begun at once, and by the first day 
of December the buildings will be ready for oc- 
cupancy, the agrecment is fulfilled. 

Mr, W. H. Parkins isthe architect and superin- 
tendent ofthe work. His plans are very conycn-s 
ient, and the site for the buildings has been to se- 
lected that when the park is laid off and finished 
they will be on cither side of the main entrance. 

Director Redding’s residence is just between the 
two, and when everything is put in suape the effect 


- will be decidedly artistic, 


The two new buildings will be of woed, with an 
interior finish of Georgia pine. The work of putting 
in a large new hydraulic ram is already um:ier way. 
This wiil supply the buildings, and the whoie place, 
with water. 

The agriculturist and horticulturist, with their 
families, are temporarily quartered on the farm. 

These two buildings are all that will be erected 
this year, but it is purposed to erect another build- 
ing for the director and the offices of the station.

HE LAW ABoUT STIFFS.|. 


. RANKIN, OF GORDON, LEADS AN 
“ie ATYACK ) 


Up and Senate Amendments Agreed to. 


The present law by which certain unclaimed : 


SELLS BROTHERS 


dead bodics are turned over to medical colieges 
for scientific purposes, introduced by Mr. 
Candler, of DeKalb, and passed in 1887, was 
the subject of a spirited debate yesterday in 
the house. 

Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, leads the fight for 
the repeal of the law. | 

Mr. Candler. the author of the original bill, 
leads the other side. 

The discussion was forced yesterday by the 
report of the committee on general judiciary, 
Mr. Rankin’s bill, to repeal the present law, 
came back from that committte with an ad- 
verse report. Mr. Rankin moved to disagree 
to the report. He argued at some length. The 
present law, he argued, was unjust because 
poor people only were liabie to be turned over 
to medical students. Many people that went 
to the peaitentiary were unfortunate rather 
than morally guilty—is was unfair to say that 
nobody but brutes and fiends were dissected. 

Colonel Jones, of Baker, interrupted. 

“I want to know,”’ said ihe irrepressible First 
Bale Man, “‘if the gentleman from Gordon is 
opposed to cemeteries ?”’ : 

The house smiled audibiy. 

Mr. Rankin explained that he was not op- 
posed to cemeteries—bhe thought they were 
useful institutions. 

“Then what makes you do this way ?’’ asked 
the coloucl seriously. 

**Do how ?” 

“What makes you—you know what I’m 
talking about. What makes you—” 

The colonel’s explanation was interrupted, 
at this point, by prolonged applause. 

Mr. Candler showed that his bill protected 
cemeteries iu two ways—tirst, by making grave 
robbery a felony; second, by giving the medi- 
cal colleges a legitimate income of this sort, 
and thus doing away with the necessity of 
breaking the law, Under the ola law ‘body 
snatching’’ was a regular profession, and it 
paid well. No grave, except in the city ceme- 
teries, Which were under police protection, was 
safe. The robbing was _§ indiscriminate. 
Nearly all other states had made 
the offense a felony, and hecause 
it was not a felony in Georgia and the hyena 
like occupation a compartively safe one, bodies 
were actually taken from graves in Georgia 
and shipped to distant states. The colleges 
were compelled to furnish a limited number 
of bodies, and what better than to define and 
control the method in which the bodies were 


obtained ? 

The yeas and nays were called, and the bill 
to repeal was lost. Mr. Rankin gave notice 
that at the proper time he would move to re- 
consider the action of the house. 

County Taxation of Railroads. 

The Gienn bill, relating to the county taxa- 
tion of railroads, with the senate amendments, 
came back to the house yesterday for finai ac- 
tion. 

These amendments were all agreed to. 

Mr. Hart, of Greene, offered an amendment 
that railroads shouid not be liable to the tax 
in any county uutil they had been operated in 
that county for five years. This, he said, 
would encourage the building of new railroads, 
and after all the counties would gain instead 
of lose. 

Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, spoke in favor of 
the amendment. He laughed at Mr. Glenn’s 
‘constitutional’ objection to the amendment. 

‘**When a member of the legislature wants to 
pose as a deep thinker and a wise man nowa 
days,’’ said he, ‘‘he wears spectacles and de- 
nounces everything as ‘unconstitutiorfal.’ ”’ 

Mr. Glenn spoke against the proposed 
amendment, and tock occasion to “hit back’’ 
at Mr. Siminons. It was cleverly done. 

“The gentleman from Sumter,’’ said he, ‘‘has 
spoken. He has used his voice—vox ot pre- 
terea nihil-—his voice and nothing mcre.”’ 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, and Mr. Harrell, of 
Webster, favored the amendment, and Mr. 
Candler, of DeKalb, opposed it. 

Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, 
amendment. 

The vove stood fifty-two for and seventy-six 
against the amendment. This left the bill ex- 
actly as it came from the senate and substan- 
tially as its author originally introduced 1t, 

What About Inebriates? 

An important bill was introduced yesterday 
by Dr. Felton, of Bartow. 

Jt is the embodiment of this section in the 
report of the committee on lunatic asylum, of 
which Dr. Felton is chairman: 

“We findin the institution quite a number who 
were committed as inebriates. Many of them 
should be discharged. We recognize this as an un- 
fortunate class, but their condition is the result of 
their own acts, and it is within their power to ren- 
der their stay there unnecessary. Should no other 
cause for their retention exist, we recommend that 
this class be discharged, togetber with those ad- 
dicted to the opium habit, thus making room for 
others more unfortunate.” 

The bill introduced yesterday is to repeal the 
law which allowsinebriates to be sent and 
kept there at public expense. 

This will be followed, it is understood, by a 
resolution to discharge all inebriates now in 
the asylum at Milledgeville. 

This movement, so legislative comment goes, 
shows more than ever the necessity for a sep- 
arate institution for the reception of inebriates. 
This is the object of a bill introduced at the 
beginning of the session by Mr. Venable, of 
Fulton, and brightens the prospects for the 
final passage of that measure.

FAMILY PHYSICIAN—Do you know, there seems to be a natural flavor about this food that 
is most appetizing?

Thirteen members of the board of education

‘came together in regular monthly session in 


Superintendent Slaton’s. office in the Girls’ 
High school building, yesterday afternoon. 
afraid of that old thirteen 


Hon. W. A. Hemphill, president of the 
board, presided, and Messrs. Thomson, Roach, 
Kontz, Moran, Lowry, Hammond, Bray, Beat- 
tie, Mayer, Smith and Bishop and Mayor 
Glenn were in attendance. 

The regular order of business was suspended 
and Mr. Smith, of the committee on teachers’ 
submitted a report showing that: 

Miss Jordan, a teacher in the Walker street 
school, had resigned, and that Miss Clark, 
assistant teacher in the Crew street school, 
had been recommended for the vacancy. 

Miss Mattie Henderson was recommended as 
assistant teacher for the Crew street school. 

“In submitting this report,”’ said Mr. Smith, 
‘we desire to say that Miss Clark is one of 
the oldest supernumerary teachers in the city, 
and is thoroughly indorsed by the principal of 
the grammar school, where she has been serv- 
ing, as well as by the superintendent. We 
don’t indorse the idea of promoting a super- 
numerary from one school to regular position 
in another, and later in the year would not do 
so. But just now we can’t see any hurt.”’ 

The conimittee then recommended that a 
musical director for the school system be en- 
ed, and that the salary be the same as that 

d the principals of thejgram mar schools. 

PT he committee, however,” said Mr. Smith, 
‘cannot recommend any one for the position, 
as we could not ask for applicants without 
knowing what we could pay.’’ 

Pog Lowry thought the proposed salary too 

Mr. Hammond agreed with Mr. Smith as tc 


the salary. 

‘I am for singing in the schools,’’ sasd Mr. 
Lowry, “but I hardly think we can afford it 
this year, and especially if we are to make the 
salary as large as Mr. Smith suggests. I think 


we ought to get a good man for $1,000 or 
$1,200. 


“But you agree with us, Mr. Lowry, that 
we need one?” asked Mr. Hammond. 
Oh, yes,’* was the answer. 
Mr, Hammond then argued in favor of the 
salary proposed by Mr. Smith, asserting that 


‘Mr. Lowry’s figures would not secure a good 


man. 

‘‘What isthe condition of the school fund?” 
asked President Hemphill. 

Mr. Lowry said that he could not give the 
exact information because his clerk, who had 
been in charge of the books was sick. 

Mr. Roach thought Mr. Lowry’s figure big 
enough pay for the work. 

Mr. Beattie said the task would be a big one, 
and favored a good man with a good salary. 

The motion to make the salary the same as 
that of the grammar school principals was 
adopted, and the committee was instructed to 
find a suitable director. 

“And when we do,’’ said Mr. Smith, “we 
will cause the president to call the board to- 
gother so that we may act,’ 

Mr. Hammond, of the committee on text 
books, stated that his committee had examined 
some charts, astronomical and geographical, 


‘but wanted more time. 


An anatomical chart was resting in one cor- 
ner of the room, and Mr. Lowry crossed over, 
raising the cover, exposed a complete human 
skeleton. 

‘That don’t look like an astronomical chart, 
does it?’’ he asked, laughing. 

His associates appreciated the joke and 
laughed. 

“Here on the back,’’ said Mr. Lowry, ‘‘is 
something about the alcohol and cigarette 
habit. I suggest that it be sent to Senator 
Johnson. Thestars ain’t got any business 
with this.” 

Everybody laughed again, including Mr.

Mr. Smith declared that he thought the en- 
cyclopedia the Girls’ High school has re- 
quested more important than the charts. 

*But,”’ said he, ‘‘I move that it all be re- 
ferred tothe committee on text books and 
supplies to ascertain just what is needed and 
report it to this body so that we can supply 
them with all that we deem necessary.’

‘“‘The Girls’ High school never batoce num- 
bered at its highest attendance more than 278, 
It new numbers 331 and it supplies 331 seats. 

‘Twenty-seven non-resident pupils have 
been admitted and have all paid tuition to 
January, amounting to $242. 

Mr. Thomson, of the committee on finance, 

reported the expenses of the educational de- 
Ee ee ser for the month, including salaries to 

$8,887.54. 

Mr. Beattie, of the committee on buildings 
and school preperty, stated that a fence had 
been built around the Gray street school. 

Mr. Moran, of the committee on grievances, 
recommended that Master Agricola, who had 
been suspended from the Falr grammar 
school, be reinstated. 

Mayor Glenn asked the board to declare the 
Piedmont exposition opening day a holiday so 
that all the school children cake attend. 

“Why that day?’ asked Mr. Smith, ‘will it 
be a good day for the children at
